Chicago. Nov. IS.—One man la dying 
and five others are severely ‘wounded, 
two probably fatally, following a ball 
tie yesterday between police and bold- 
up men In the little suburb of Otcero* 
just went of the city limits. 

The tight followed the attempt of 
three highwaymen to rob the saloon 


Lou la liclmout. They .entarad - the 


place In daylight- and orderedthapro- 
prietor to throw up his hands. In¬ 
stead. Belmont reached under the bar 
for a revolver. One of the bandits 
struck him over the head with a club 
and Belmont fell to the floor. The 
robbers opened fire, wounding the pro¬ 
prietor cT'-the xaTOdtr and two rjtfter 
men. Fred Kop and Miles Kohler, who 
were in the pfiice when the holdup 
men entered. The bandlta then rifted- 
the cash register, two of them opening 
It and taking out the money while the 
thtrj4e‘ with drawn revolver, guarded 
the entrance, only a small sum of 
money was secured. 

The three robber* hastened out of 
the saloon and started down the street 
on a run. Patrolmen Kakownsky and 
Kane saw the man running and order¬ 
ed them to stop. Instead of obeying, 
the highwaymen increased their speed 
and Kane flred at them. The robbers 
turned and shot St the two officers, 
wounding Kane. Kane continued 
firing at them until his rtvolver was 
empty. One of the bandits felt fatally 
wounded and la reported dying at the 
hospital. Another clasped Ms hand to 
his breast and It Is believed he was 
hit by a bullet but he kept on run¬ 
ning. 1 

The two robbers who escaped had 
the money * taken from the saloon. 
The wounded Jfobber has not been 
Identified by thr police.
